THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


“ Tho problem of F atornal penca’”* which 
unod to vex a character in Victorian fection 
in not the problem which vores China. In 
China, unfortunately, the pence are not 
eternal, are not unchanging, and their 
mutability and variety have come tg be ro 
much a part of the divine order of things 
that proposals forromedying thia stato of 
affnirs aro regarded rery much askance by 
many thousanda of interestod and irdus- 


triuts gentlemen whose craft will disappear 
when China hans a fixed and uniform cur- 
rency, ' The mora the currency of Chins ia 
# udied tha mora hopeless does it appoar. 
As one considers ‘the slmost countless 
varieties of currency in this country and 
romombers that formula, known s¢ Gros 
ham’s Law, that bad money drives out good, 
itwould seem almost impossible to oxpectany 
permanont amelioration of the inoxtricable 
cenfusion that ab present distinguiahes the 
monetary conditions of this great Empire. 
Evory petty transaction ilustrates tho 
@ ffculty of the situation. Readors of ‘Mr 
Moraes book on “The Trade and Ad- 
ministration of the Chinese Empire” will 
be aware in momo degree of the fearful 
confusion that exists, and will remomber 
some of "the..awful examples which ho 
quotes.” Mr Morso deals ‘chiefly with big 
thins, or at any rate with matters that do 
not.come within. the intercut of mora than 
to intinitesimal fraction of tho Chineso 
people, One of the humblest and’ most 
ordioary illustrations ‘which he gives is : 

“The tourist who draws on hia letter 
of credit at a foreign bank at Shanghai, 
haying to' receive ‘90 many déllars and 
vo many (say 74) cents, fer the odd cents, 
will be-given 70 cents in depreciated 
silver, but for tho 4. centa he" will 
reecive 3 copper cents and 2 copper cash 
gince by the exchange: of the aay 32 cash 
aro the oquivalent of fourbundredths of a 
dollar, I l-ave tho last two sentences as 
they were written in 1905, in order to 
shew how great has been the depreciation 
in this coin intwelve months, Now (July 
198) the tontist will'recvive hia 70 centa 
in depreciated silver but for the 4 cents he 
will no longer bo given 3 copper cents and 
2 cash, but will receive 4 copper cents— 
actually worth $0.357." That was in 1908, 
A simpler tringaction on the Ist instant 
may be quoted to shew how thinga stand 
now, For asilver teo-cent pieca (Kiangnan 
prorince) thy oxchange shop gave 11 copper 
cents und 2 cnppor cash, and for 1 coppor 


cent, which is suppo-ed to bo the equiva- 
Tent ,of 10 coppor éash,. and actually 
beara on it the words “Ten Cash", 
the moneychanger actually gave 5 first 
quality cash, and for, another similar 
cont 8 sccond-quality’ cash., . At the 
present time there are 960 ensh ‘to the 
dollar, that is to say,,that for the odd 
four canta in the transaction. quoted by.
